With less than eight millions of population the dominion 
of Canada is absorbing four hundred thousand immigrants 
a year. Seventy-five per cent of these talk the English lan- 
guage, but considerably less than 50 per cent, of the whole, 
150,000 altogether, come from Great Britain, while those 
from United States number about 140,000, leaving more than 
one hundred thousand who do not talk English and who do 
not come from countries where the English language is spoken 
or where the systems of government prevailing in Canada are 
in vogue or even understood. 

Of these four hundred thousand immigrants only 
115,000 register as being farmers and farm laborers, which 
means that Canada is taking in nearly three hundred thousand 
people every year whose habits.of life have riot equipped them 
for the pioneering work of taking up land, and of ihese a 
large percentage is foreign.

United States went through exactly this experience, and 
today, notwithstanding that only about one quarter of her 
farming area is actually being farmed, the cost of living in 
United States is jumping every year while her best farmers 
are coming to Canada to get cheaper land than they can get 
at home and the one million per annum influx at the Atlantic 
seaboard is 80 per cent. south of Europe, of whom almost 
none go unto the land, : 

That the error made in United States is about to repeat 
itself in the Dominion of Canada is evident from the statistics. 
The rural population, from ocean to ocean, is at a standstill. 
In Western Canada every year sees millions of acres of the 
public domain passing into private hands without any condi- 
tion whatever guaranteeing its continuous use. The very last 
of the free land is in plain sight. In all that enormous block 
of territory lying to the south of the Saskatchewan river and 
{o the north of the boundary-line, an area sufficient, it is 
claimed, {o produce two or even three thousand million bushels 
of grain, there is not now, practically speaking, a quarter 
section open to the settler. Yet the total amount under actual 
cultivation is not greater than the road allowances. All of 
the remainder is held out Gf use unconditionally, the while 
that population flows in ever increasing proportion to the 
cities. 

Unless the western provinces very quickly adjust their 
affairs to require that use be the condition upon which farm 


land is held, this country is going to find itself compelled to| i 


maintain in its cities a tremendous population which will 
certainly be discontented and which, in the very nature of 
things, must be impotent to do but little toward adding to the 
wealth of the nation. 

That the government of the province of Alberta already 
sees this quite clearly is made plain by some of its most recent 
enactments, notably the limitation of municipal sources of 
revenue to direct land tax and the enactment which levies 
upon the increment. Both these measures are calculated to 
make it less profitable to hold land out of use, and both go! 
direct to the troubled spot by exempting in whole or in part 
farm land which is under proper cultivation, 

These enactments have, of course, met with opposition, 
as all new departures must. But the opposition comes from 
two sources only: those who have net grasped the nature of | 
the problem confronting this country and those who viciously! 
Seek to discredit the men who had the bravery to. pass the | 
enactments, When the problem does come to be understood | 


the opposition will have simmered down to those who, careless |

IAPAN CLINGS 
TOITS POSITION 
ON LAND ISSUE 


Government and People Tena- 
cious in California 
Dispute, 


Tokio, Feb. 23—It would be a mis- 
take to belleve that Japan intends to 
drop the California land question. On 
the contrary, there is every indication 
that she will stick tenaciously to her 
original position, This point of view 


| was voiced the other day by Buci Na- 


kano, president of the Tokio chamber 
of commerce, while welcoming a party 
of Papanese tourists from Sacramento. 
He said it was a source of deep regret 
that the land question remained unset- 
tled, despite the united and assiduous 
efforts of both the Japanese govern- 
ment and the Japanese people for a 
speedy solution. It would require 
further effort and the Japanese at 
home were fully prepared to strive to 
the last for a fundamental settlement. 

Despite official utterances to reas- 
sure the public, Japan is declared in 
oher quarters to be suffering from an 
In the north- 
eastern section a famine has made the 
situation particularly acute. In some 
cases schools have had to close be- 
cause there was no money to pay the 
teachers and because the children, 
}weak from lack of food, were unable 
{to attend, The Hokkaido government 
has asked the central government to 
advance $15,000,000 for relief funds, 
| The chief cause of the general de- 
pression which began about the time 
of the death of Emperor Mutsuhito, 
‘is the heavy taxation of the people 
which is necessary to pay the interest 
on the national debt of over a billion 
dollars, 

The government, however, is attack- 
ing his problem heroically by making 
heavy retrenchments. Much to the 
dissatisfaction of the army, it has been 
‘decided to abandon for the present, at 
least, the long-standing proposal to 
create two more millitary divisions. 

Baron Takahashi, the minister of 
finance, promises a reduction of tax- 
es to lighten the burdens of the people. 
He will endeavor to continue the prac- 
j tice of redeeming the national debt by 
j $25,000,000 yearly, He looks forward 
wsv to an increase in the amount of 
capital invested in the establishment 
or expansion of banking and industrial 
enterprises. Improvement loans may 
be sought in Europe.

consequence longer leases to better 
tenants, requiring much less expense 
for fire department and water protec- 
tion, and the very minimum of insur- 
ance rates as well as safety of lives 
and property. It would mean millions 
upon millions of dollars saved and a 
great municipal problem solved. 
_ People should be eager for the most 
exacting requirements, but on the con- 
trary they have been deceived until 
they really believe that the half-way 
measures we do apply are too severe. 
A first-class city can have an aggrega- 
tion of first-class buildings, therefore, 
in the business district at least, only 
first-class buildings should be tolerated. 
We are, and all the citles in the west, 
building as best we can under local 
conditions, and should profit by the 
experience of all who have preceded us 
and build for the future. The building 
inspector in any progresSive city can 
have no better ally than the members 
of the board of trade and builders’ 
exchange, usually composed of men 
who are interested in the progress of 
their city to a marked degree, and if 
we can find work in hand we can exer- 
cise more influence that would place 
the building business on a higher plane 
than it has ever been. 

The housing of our people is a 
serious matter, and has received only 
secondary consideration so far, The 
building business is pre-eminently the 
most laudable, pursuit on the face of 


uildings every night are betting their

If the health officer should placard a 
building Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, or

THE PRINCIPLES WHICH MUST 
BECOME THE LAW OF THE LAND 

With less than eight millions of population the dominion 
of Canada is absorbing four hundred thousand immigrants 
a year. Seventy-five per cent of these talk the English lan- 
guage, but considerably less than 50 per cent. of the whole, 
150,000 altogether, come from Great Britain, while those 
from United States number about 140,000, leaving more than 
one hundred thousand who do not talk English and who do 
not come from countries where the English language is spoken 
or where the systems of government prevailing in Canada are 
in vogue or even understood. 

Of these four hundred thousand immigrants — only 
115,000 register as being farmers and farm laborers, which 
means that Canada is taking in nearly three hundred thousand 
people every year whose habits.of life have not equipped them 
for the pioneering work of taking up land, and of these a 
large percentage is foreign, 

This is, briefly, the immigration problem with which the 
Dominion of Canada has become involved, and as practically 
all the immigration is directed toward western Canada it is 
western Canada that must solve the problem or suffer, 

The rural population at the time the Canadian Pacific 
opened the enormous farming areas of the west was 75 per 
cent. of the whole dominion, whereas, with these areas avail- 
able for the past quarier of a century, it is now only 54 per 
cent, shows that the problem is not- being well handled at 
Ottawa. Add to this the circumstance that food cost in 
Canada has gone up 27 per cent. ina little over a decade, and 
the proof of Canada’s failure to accommodate herself to the 
conditions presented is obvious at a glance. 

The reason, of course, for the failure to get the incoming 
people onto the land is fully appreciated by everyone who 
lives in Western Canada and who has given any thought at 
cll to social science. The fact is that while there are millions | 
upon millions of acres of land ready for the plow, land which 
has every facility necessary to immediate profitable use, these 
millions of acres are held out of use by owners who hold for 
speculation and the settler who arrives without a very con- 
siderable capital is driven to the cities or to the edge of the 
frontier where he may have free land but must wait years for 
the railway. 

United States went through exactly this experience, and 
today, notwithstanding that only about one quarter of her 
farming area is actually being farmed, the cost of living in 
United States is jumping every year while her best farmers 
are coming to Canada to get cheaper land than they can get 
at home and the one million per annum influx at the Atlantic 
seaboard is 80 per cent. south of Europe, of whom almost 
none go unto the land. 

That the error made in United States is about to repeat 
iiself in the Dominion of Canada is evident from the statistics. 
The rural population, from ocean to ocean, is at a standstill. 
In Western Canada every year sees millions of acres of the 
public domain passing into private hands without any condi- 
tion whatever guaranteeing its continuous use. The very last 
of the free land is in plain sight. !n all that enormous block 
of territory lying to the south of the Saskatchewan river and 
to the north of the boundary-line, an area sufficient, it is 
claimed, to produce two or even three thousand million bushels | 
of grain, there is not now, practically speaking, a quarter 
section open to the settler. Yet the total amount under actual 
cultivation is not greater than the road allowances. All of | 
the remainder is held out of use unconditionally, the while 
that population flows in ever increasing proportion to the 
cities. | 

Unless the western provinces very quickly adjust their 
affairs to require that use be the condition upon which farm 


land is held, this country is going to find itself compelled to| if 


maintain in its cities a tremendous population which will) 
certainly be discontented and which, in the very nature of 
things, must be impotent to do but little toward adding to the 
wealth of the nation. 

That the government of the province of Alberta already 
sees this quite clearly is made plain by some of its most recent 


enactments, notably the limitation of municipal sources of | 
revenue to direct land tax and the enactment which levies! f 


upon the increment. Both these measures are calculated to 
make it less profitable to hold land out of use, and both go 
direct to the troubled spot by exempting in whole or in part 
farm land which is under proper cultivation. 

These enactments have, of course, met with opposition, 
as all new departures must. But the opposition comes from 
two sources only: those who have net grasped the nature of 
the problem confronting this country and those who viciously | 
seek to discredit the men who had the bravery to. pass the| 
enactments. When the problem does come to be understood 
the opposition will have simmered down to those who, careless 
of the country’s good, are prompted by vengeful and vicious 
spite to condemn the measures in the hope that they may 
thereby injure the author. :

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Jean Baptiste le Moyne de Blenville, 
one of the most illustrious of the re- 
markable French-Canadian family of 
Le Moyne, was born In Montreal 234 
years ago to-day, the son of Charles 
le Moyne, seleneur of Longueuil, near 
Montreal, and of Chatauguay, and 
establshed his government there. Te 
one of eleyen-sons of Charles. His 
youth was spent in Montreal, and while 
still in his ‘teens he enlisted in the 
French navy and became an officer. 
In 1699, when but nineteen years old, 
he accompanied his brother Iberville to 
the mouth of the Mississippi, where 
they founded Biloxi. After the death 
of Iberville, Bienville went to Mobile as 
governor of the French — settlements 
along the Gulf of Mexico, When 
Law's famous Mississippi company was 
organized, Bienville was appointed gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, and in 1718 he 
founded the city of New Orleans, and 
established his government there. He 
promulgated a code of laws which re- 
mained in, force until Loulsiana was 
purchased by the United* 
18028, and which has left a lasting im- 
press even upon the laws of the state, 
Bienville was removed from office in 
1724, und, after some expeditions 
against the Indians in Canada and 
other parts of America, he returned to 
the peace and security of Normandy, 
the land of his fathers, where he died 
in 1768. 


On this date in 1818 Col. George Mc- 
Donell, who had organized a strong 
regiment among the Highland Catho- 
lics of the Glengarry settlement, at- 
tacked and captured Ogdensburg, N. 
Y. Mercier's appeal to the French- 
Canadians of Quebec to “Join in a fra- 
ternal union” for the purpose of resist- 
ing “the oppression of the other pro- 
vinces” was made at Montreal on this 
date in 1893.

Government.and People Tena- 
cious in California 
Dispute, 


Tokio, Feb. 23.—It would be a mis- 
take to believe that Japan intends to 
drop the California land question. On 
the contrary. there is every indication 
that she will stick tenaciously to her 
original position, This point of view 
was voiced the other day by Bucl Na- 
kano, president of the Tokio chamber 
of commerce, while welcoming a party 
of Papanese tourists from Sacramento. 
He said it was a source of deep regret 
that the land question remained unset- 
tled, despite the united and assiduous 
efforts of both the Japanese govern- 
ment and the Japanese people for a 
speedy solution, It would require 
further effort and the Japanese at 
home were fully prepared to strive to 
the last for a fundamental] settlement. 

Despite official utterances to reas- 
sure the public, Japan is declared in 
oher quarters to be suffering from an 
economic depression, In_ the -north- 
eastern section a famine has made the 
situation particularly acute. In some 
cases schools have had to close be- 
couse there was no money to pay the 
teachers and because the children, 
weak from lack of food, were unable 
{to attend. The Hokkaido government 
| has asked ‘the central government to 
}advance $15,000,000 for relief funds. 

The chief cause of the general de- 
pression which began about the time 
of the death of Emperor Mutsuhito, 
is the heavy taxation of the people 
which is necessary to pay the interest 
on the national debt of over a Dillion 
dollars, 

The government, however, is attack= 
ing his problem heroically by making 
‘heavy retrenchments, Much to the 
| dissatisfaction of the army, it has been 
| decided to abandon for the present, at 
‘least, the long-standing proposal to 
lcreate two more millitary divisions, 

Baron Takahashi, the minister of 
finance, promises a reduction of tax- 
jes to lighten the burdens of the people. 
| He will endeavor to continue the prac- 
‘tice of redeeming the national debt by 
j $25,000,000 yearly. He looks forward 
also to an increase in the amount of 
capital invested in the establishment 
or expansion of banking and industrial 
enterprises, Improvement loans may 
be sought in Europe.

The 
locomotive and automobile were fought 
by the horse dealers, the inventors of 
telephone and telegraph were accused 
of being in league with the evil one, 
so with better buildings, they are op- 
posed by those who profit by 
buildings. The person who builds so 
that a building looks good until he gets 
away from it, is usually shrewd enough 
to make a person believe that safe 
buildings regulations are really bur- 
deénsome. 

Perfect building is absolute economy, 
good building is sensible, and shoddy 
construction is positive extravagance, 
and should be criminal, <A city with 
good buildings means less maintenance 
cost for each owner and insures a 
longer Itfe for the buildings, and in 
consequence longer leases to better 
tenants, requiring much less expense 
for fire department and water protec- 
tion, and the very minimum of {insur- 
ance rates as well as safety of lives 
and property. It would mean millions 
upon millions of dollars saved and a 
great municipal problem solved. 

_ People should be eager for the most 
exacting requirements, but on the con- 
trary they have been deceived until 
they really believe that the half-way 
measures we do apply are too severe. 
A first-class city can have an aggrega- 
tion of first-class buildings, therefore, 
in the business district at least, only 
first-class buildings should be tolerated.

A scourge of 
scarlet fever or other contagious dis- 
ease will work itself out in a few 
weeks, and if nobody dies from its 
effects the unfortunate people are not 
likely to be visited in the same way in 
the immediate future, but the defec- 
live flues or fireplaces, unless remedied, 
always exist and the occupants of the 
buildings every night are betting their 
lives that they can stay there till 
morning without being burnt up.
